When NOAA releases an 
emergency broadcast, the re- 
quired tone is transmitted 
which will open the 162.55 
receiver and you will hear 
the emergency broadcast im- 
mediately on the 76 WR9ADI 
repeater. Our required gear 
has been secured and will be 
functional as soon as NOAA 
starts providing the full 
service.

COMMONLY USED TERMS OR 


WHAT Is A 


WASEAU: hts ts the F, W. R. A. "club" call 
which is used for spectal/emergency events 
as a Control Station. It once served as the 
repeater call sign (pre 18803 days). 


Control Station: Authorized station (by FCC) 
to control a repeater remotely by wire-Lline 
or radio. WRIADI ts a radio-controlled 
system which allows multiple functions to be 
executed by authorized control stations via 
radio. 


COR: Carrter-operated relay. Controlled by 
stgnal-derived voltage in repeater receiver 
and used to activate and turn off repeater 
transmitter at the beginning and end of 
transmissions. 


CTS: Continuous Tone Squelch 


SIMPLEX: Alternating transmissions between 
two stations using the same frequency. 
DUPLEX : Simultaneious transmissions be- 
tween two stations using two frequenctes. 


FWRC: Fort Wayne Radio Club 

FWRA: Fort Wayne Repeater Association, Inc. 
NIVUA: Wortheast Indiana VHF Associates 
ACARTS: Allen County Amateur Radio Technical
